1 IN RATES ASKED

: Edison Company Now Petitions 
For Upward Revision of 
Its Schedules 

; In asking the state railroad 
' commission for a general in- 
I ci ea.se in its electric I'ates, the 
I Southern California Edi.son Co., 
! does not specify the extent of 
the advance desired. Tlie reipiest 
is: “That the railroad com¬ 
mission authorize the applicant 
to make such increase in its 
rates for electricity as the com¬ 
mission may deem proper.’’ 

A statement attached to the 
application sets forth that as 
the result of high opei'ating, 
the shortage of water power and 
other reasons, the company’s 
oiKuating revenues are not ade- 
(piate at existing rates to main¬ 
tain service at maximum ellic- 
iency, and enable it to perform 
the pulilic .service reiiuired of it. 

The territory in which the 
Southern California Edison Co., 
is engaged in the production, 
generation, transmission and de¬ 
livery of electricity for light, 
lieat and imwer, and which is 
covereil by the applicant, in¬ 
cludes the counties of Los An¬ 
geles, San Bernardino, River¬ 
side, Orange, V'entura, Kern, Tu¬ 
lare and Fresno. 

I While refraining from di.s- 
' cussing the application which is 
! now in the hands of the state 
i regulating liody. President W.A. 
Bracken ridge said: 

"Practically every utility in 
the state has found it necessary 
to ajiply to the state railroad 
commision for increase in its 
lates on account of the condi¬ 
tions brought about by the wai'. 
The Southern California Edison 
Comiiany has not made applica¬ 
tion before this, having waited 
until such time as it could defi¬ 
nitely what the shortage of wa¬ 
ter and the increased cost of fuel 
oil, labor and supplies would 
have upon its finances. Among 
the large utilities to which the 
commission has granted higher 
rates are the Pacific Gas t.'i Elec¬ 
tric Co., of San Fiancisco, the 
laigest gas and electric corpor¬ 
ation in the state, and the Great 
Western Power Company, 
j “Xothwithstanding the fact 
i that the comiiany, by intercon- 
I nection with S*'*! Joaquin 
Light & Power Co., the Mt. 
Whitney Power & Electric Co., 
and the Southern Sierras Power 
(’o., has used water which dur¬ 
ing other years had not been 
ii.sed, the wartime increa.ses in 
production and distribution ac¬ 
cumulated in so much greater 
proportion that additional rev¬ 
enues are essential, as stated in 
our application.”

While the United States Army 
and Navy have very strict codes 
of Hag etiiiuete for all occasions 
tiiere is no otlicial code covering ; 
the use of the American Hag in 
civilian life, except a few things 
such as printing on the Hug or 
using it for advertising. j 

In order that no one may ; 
even unintentionally or unwit- j 
tingly show the slightest disre¬ 
spect for the national emblem or i 
mistreat it in any way, the fol¬ 
lowing rules of "Hag etiquette” 
have iieeii prepared by the Na¬ 
tional Committee on Patriotic 
Societies in Wusliington: j 

Wlien tlie colors are passing j 
tlie spectator, if a man, should 
halt if walking, arise if sitting.; 
and uncover, liolding tlie head -1 
dress opjiosite the left slioulder 
witli the right liand: if bare- 
headetl he sliouid salute witli the

\\’lien tlie Hag is carried in pa- i 
rade, or when cros.sed with otlier : 
Hags, tlie Stars and Stripes j 
sliouid always lie at the riglit. j 

Tlie law specifically forbids j 
tlie use of and repre.sentation of | 
tlie Hag in any manner or in any | 
connection witli mercliandise for j 
•sale. 

Tlie Hag sliouid tie rai.sed at 
■suni'ise and lowered at sunset, 
it sliouid not lie displayed on i 
stormy days or, except wlien un- \ 
(ier fire of tlie enemy, left out I 
over night. Altlioiigli there is | 
no autiioi'itative ruling compel- j 
ling civilians to lower tlie Hag at I 
sundown, good taste sliouid im- j 
pel tlieni to follow tlie tiaditions| 
of tlie army and navy in tliis; 
sundown ceremonial. j 

On Memorial Day the Hag is j 
displayed at lialf-mast from siin- i 
rise until noon, and at tlie peak 
fiom noon until sunset. 

Tlie Hag should, on being re¬ 
tired, never lie allowed to touch 
the ground. 

When “The Star Spangled 
Banner” is played or sung, un¬ 
cover, stand, and remain stand¬ 
ing until it is finished. Be silent 
except when joining in the .sing¬ 
ing. Applause at tlie conclusion 
is out of place. 

Wornout and u.seless flags 
should he destroyed by burning, 
privately. 

When a Hag is flown at half- 
mast it should be first run to the 
]Miint from which it is to tl)(;. Be- 
point fro mwhich it is to liy. Be¬ 
fore retiring it sliouid again lie 
run to the top of tlie stalf and 
tlien lie tirouglit down. 

Tlie lengtii of tlie Hag should 
lie one and nine-tenths its width, 
although few Hags on the mar¬ 
ket conform to these propor¬ 
tions. The length of the union 
should he three-fourths the 
height of the whole Hag, and its 
height should he the width ot 
seven stripes. 

Tlie following is called the na¬ 
tional Hag .salute, (also known 
as the oath of allegiance): “I 
jiledge allegiance to my Hag and 
to the lepulilic for which it 
stands; one nation, indivisible, 
with liberty and justice for all.” 

Another Hag salute common¬ 
ly used is; “I give my head and 
my heart to God and my coun¬ 
try; one country, one language, 
one Hag.”
